Quebec, Dec, 20-——-The provincial 
treaeurer’s licensing bill, introduced 
in the Quebec legislature lust night 


has all the radieal amendments to the 
Liquor License act that had been an- 
ticipated, and a few others as well. 

As regards control of the liquor 
traffic, the bill provides fur enact

Bare are te disappear by May, 
being replaced by safer with tal: 

Whelerale reductiens are to take 
place at vace in the number ef licens- 
es held throughout Quebee provinee, 
and those which remain in force will 
be under increased taxation which 
will mean for the government the 
Sane reyenue as with the larger num- 
ber of licenses now in effect. In Mon- 
ureal, for instance, fifty licenses are 
to be cut off next May, and in May, 
1918, one hundred more will 
celled, all without compensation 
the holders. 

The hours of sale 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

“Treating’ is forbidden, and a fine 
is provided for both parties in cases 
where one person is detected tmbib- 
ing a drink paid for by another. 

The sale to or giving of Nquor to 
soldiers in uniform is prohibited s0 
long as the war lasts, provided the 
militia department publ notice in 
the official gazette that Bete and cafes

The number of stores licensed to 
sell liquors in Montreal is to be cut in 
half by May, 1918, and those. stili 
holding licenses will have to. pay 
rates that will mean mo loss in rey- 
onue for the government.
